Cook county has 
dc faulted on 
bonds and interest to the am ount 
o ' $1,730,505; the Forest Preserve 
district, 81,291,009. 
The county is 
back $2,700,000 in paym ent of sal- 
rries, he showed. The county is in 
arrears $7,868,909.42, in paym ent 
of current bills, 
judgm ents and 
contract obligations, not including 
salaries, tax anticipation w arran ts 
or funded debts. 
Other local gov­ 
ernm ents, such as the City of Chi­ 
cago, Sanitary D istrict, and Chi­ 
cago schools are in more 
serious 
shape than the county, his figures 
indicated. 
Mr. LaBuy’s resolution goes oil 
to state: 
“Chaos exists in the m atter of 
collection of taxes in Cook county; 
thousands of home owners are out 
of employment and unable to m eet 
their obligations, m any of whom 
are charges upon the county; de­ 
linquency in tax paym ents is in­ 
creasing yearly; 17 per cent of the 
1928 taxes are uncollected; 31 per 
cent of the 1929 taxes 
have not 
been paid and only 53 per cent of 
the 1930 taxes have been received 
leaving a balance of 
uncollected 
taxes due the state and local go\r- 
ernm ents 
of 
$33,138,924.37 
for 
1928, $81,858,293.12 for 1929 and 
$139,336,565.25 for 1930, making a 
total of $254,381,780.74 in past due 
taxes uncollected. 
Over 
700,000 
parcels of real estate have been ad­ 
vertised for sale for failure to pay 
1930 taxes and all costs attendent 
thereto, plus penalties, are charges 
upon real estate. 
Taxes on real 
estate have increased to a point of 
confiscation while rents have de­ 
creased, and thousands of a p a rt­ 
ments in the city of Chicago are 
vacant. 
M any real estate ow’ners 
financially able to pay taxes have 
appealed to the courts 
for relief 
against an exorbitant tax. The de­ 
lay in tax collections occasioned by 
the reassessm ent coupled with the 
sharj) decline in income and defla­ 
tion in real estate values followed 
with wholesale tax delinquency has 
precipitated a condition of jiublic 
finance calling for 
em ergent ac­ 
tion. 
The continued operation of 
governm ent is predicated 
on the 
ability of local governm ents to bor­ 
row7 money. 
The 
taxpayers 
of 
Cook county are already burdened 
with an interest charge of ajiprox- 
im ately $3,500.00 j>er day or S12,- 
000,000.00 annually

“W hereas, the indebtedness 
of 
'local governm ents has mutiplied to 
such proportions and tax collections 
have fallen to a degree where tax 
w arrants are no longer m arketable 
and the credit of local governm ent 
has become fully exhausted. 
“W hereas, it is obvious th at to 
continue to ojjerate governm ent on 
borrowed money has 
resulted in 
higher and higher taxes wTiich have 
finally become unbearable and it is 
fu rth er apparent th at 
additional 
borrowing, if it were possible, will 
only aggravate our financial prob­ 
lem s by increasing our indebted­ 
ness with added interest. 
“W hereas, Cook county by its 
Board 
of Commissioners was the 
(first of the m ajor 
local 
govern­ 
m ents to dem onstrate a serious ef­ 
fort to economize by reducing ex­ 
penditures for the current year to 
the extent of $2,273,595.35, which 
examjile other local public bodies 
have followed by likewise substan­ 
tially reducing their 1932 budget... 
“Whereas in spite of all the econ­ 
omies that are now7 being practiced 
and which will be effected in tho 
future, the budgets cannot lie bal­ 
anced nor can our 
local govern­ 
ments continue to function unless 
taxes are paid.

against transportation of corn and 
corn products from infested areas, 
to protect uninfested areas from 
this most disastrous pest. 
Products Excluded 
Now' because of lack of funds, 
this quarantine is not being main­ 
tained this year. Because of this, 
the Governor of Illinois has issued 
a proclamation making it unlawful 
to bring into Illinois from the in­ 
fested area any corn stalks, ears, 
cobs or any part or debris of corn, 
broom corn, sorghum or sudan 
grass; oat and rye straw are ex 
eluded; celery; beans in the nod; 
beets with tops; rhubarb; cut flow­ 
ers or entire plants of chrysanthe­ 
mums, asters, zinnias, hollyhocks, 
cosmos; cut flowers or the entire 
plant of gladiolus, or dahlia, ex­ 
cept the corms or tubers 
thereof 
without stems. 
Farm Adviser O. G. Barrett of 
Cook county has 
very 
recently 
contacted with Chief Moody of tho 
State Police, 
as well as 
Sheriff 
MJoyering of Cook county; and has 
been guaranteed police cooperation 
in support of the Governor’s proc­ 
lamation, by both of these depart­ 
ments.

I he time has come
